Extension Of Remarks Of 


Hon. A. Willis Robertson 
Of Virginia 


In The Senate Of The United States 


Appendix Congressional Record 
Monday, March 20, 1961 


Mr. ROBERTSON. Mr. Presi- 
dent, we read in the Bible that 
the love of money is the root of 
all evil. That statement illus- 
trates a historic fact as fell as a 
grave human weakness. The his- 
toric fact is that more than 2,000 
years ago money was uSed as a 
medium of exchange throuhout 
the Roman Empire. The human 
weakness is the fact that even 
since King Midas struck off gold 
coins men have loved money, 
and some have loved it to the 
extent of losing their souls in its 
acquisition. 

In a sense, the history of 
money is the history of civiliza- 
tion. Savages did not have 
money, and even today savage 
tribes of north Africa have no 
coinage of their own. The Ro- 
mans were the first to mint 
coins with milled edges, which 
would easily indicates whether 
or not they had been defaced, 
because all money prior to that 
period represented so much in 
weight of gold, silver, copper, or 
iron, and ignorant people would 
be cheated by the moneychang- 
ers who would take a small por- 
tion of gold or silver from a coin 
before passing it on. Consequent- 
ly’ before the milled coin of the 
Romans, money was weighed by 
those who wished to be sure they 
were getting full value. 

Even in our own _ country 
money can tell us a lot about 
the history of a given period. 
One complaint of the colonists 
against the mother country was 
that the mother country would 
not permit the colonists to coin 
their own money, so in order 
to supplement an inadequate 
supply of British coins, tobacco 
was used for money in Virginia 
and beads and wampum in Mas- 
sachusetts. 

Mr. President, on last Satur- 
day, the Smithsonian Institution 
opened to the public its new Hall 
of Monetary History and put on 
public display the most exten- 
sive and most historic display of 
ancient and modern coins and 
paper money the world has ever 
known. Not only is this exhibit 
of the greatest interest to those 
interested in numismatics, but 
it should be of interest to every 
citizen in our country, because 
whether we love money or not a 
certain amount of it is a neces- 
Sity in our modern way of living. 


Indeed, if we seek the secluded 
happiness of the desert, boldly 
proclaimed by Omar Khayyam, 
we still must have the money 
with which to buy the loaf of 
bread and the jug of wine to ke 
taken with us into our desert 
retreat. 

In order that my Senate col- 
leagues and all who read the 
Appendix of the Congressional 
Record may have a better un- 
derstanding of the numismatic 
collection now on display at the 
Smithsonian Institution, I ask 
unanimous consent to publish in 
the Appendix of the Record a 
brief description of the princi- 
pal displays prepared for me by 
Dr. Vladimir Clain-Stefanelli, 
Curator of Numismatics of the 
Smithsonian Institution. 

There being no objection, the 
description was ordered to be 
printed in the Record, as fol- 
lows: 

The Smithsonian Institution’s 
new Hall of Monetary History 
and Medallic Art opened to the 
public on Saturday, March 18, 
1961, in the Arts and Industries 
Building. 

The main display in the new 
hall is dedicated to monetary his- 
tory and illustrates in a _ sSe- 
quence of 19 specially designed 
development of the units used in 
cases the major aspects of the 
economic systems employing 
money from the beginning of 
primitive barter to the establish- 
ment of our modern monetary 
systems. The exhibits have been 
arranged to show the evolution 
of money as related to a se- 
quence of significant historical 
events, and thus as an integral 
part of the cultural development 
of human society. The develop- 
ment of the various forms of 
currencies in Colonial North 
America is traced and especial 
emphasis is given to the evolu- 
tion of U.S. coins and paper 
money. 

This new exhibit illustrating 
monetary history forms an im- 
portant step in the Smithson- 
ian’s long-range program of ex- 
hibition modernization. Displays 
of coins, tokens, and paper cur- 
rencies have been arranged in 
their historical and cultural con- 
texts, rather than by conven- 
tional classifications. These ex- 
hibits are thus intended to give 
a new dimension to the visual 
record of history on display at 
the Smithsonian, 

Several topical displays com- 


plete the basic monetary history 
exhibit. The themes of these dis- 
plays are: “The Origin of Coin 
Names,”’ “The Reformation,”’ 
“Confederate Currencies,’ and 
“State Bank Notes.” A _ recon- 
struction of a coin-stamper de- 
signed by the renowed Italian 
artist and inventor Leonardo da 
Vinci — 1452-1519 — is also on 
view. It marks the introduction 
of mechanization in coining 
techniques. 

“The New World” is the title 
of a special panel, recalling the 
first coins struck in the Western 
Hemisphere, in the Mexico City 
Mint at the beginning of the 
reign of Charles and Johanna of 
Spain — 1536-56. It is followed 
by a display of the monetary 
history of North America which 
starts with “Barter on the Fron- 
tier,” an illustration of the trade 
of the primiive Indians and the 
hardships of the white man on 
the advancing frontier, when 
only a few hundred years ago 
Dentalium and Mercenaria 
shells wampum, skins of animals 
and many other articles were 
used in lieu of money. 

“Colonial Money, 1607-1754” is 
an exhibit showing examples of 
English, Dutch, and _ French 
coins brought by the early set- 
tlers, and the first coins struck 
in Massachusetts in 1652 as well 
as early paper currency issues. 

Other displays show paper 
bills issued by the States and by 
the Continental Congress, coins 
of the States struck after the 
Declaration of Independence, 
and the first national currency 
in relation to the organization of 
the national banks. 

“Economic Adjustments, 1812- 
60” is the title of an exhibit re- 
flecting a period marked by a 
series of financial crises and the 
institution of various banking 
systems intended to guarantee 
financial stability. The gold dis- 
coveries in Georgia, North Caro- 
lina and California resulting in 
a variety of private gold issues 
are also featured. 

Another is “War and Recon- 
struction, 1860-73,’ depicting the 
different currencies and mone- 
tary intermediates, from card- 
board money and encased post- 
age stamped to the first U.S. 
“greenbacks,”’ as well as some of 
the Confederate issues of this 
troubled period. 

A significant section of the 
hall is dedicated to the U.S. mint 
collection. This exhibit is of un- 
usual importance since it rep- 
resent the oldest collection of 
coins owned by the Government. 
In fact, it had its inception in 
1792 at the U.S. Mint in Phila- 
delphia. That year and during 
the rest of his career the chief 
coiner, Adam Eckfeldt, set aside 
a specimen of each type and 
date of coin minted. The mint’s 
collection was increased _ sys- 
tematically through purchases 
made possible by Congress since 
1839. This original collection 
was transferred to the Smith- 
sonian after World War I and is 
known for the unique or ex- 
tremely rare pieces it contains. 
One of its sections is devoted to 
the pattern or experimental 


pieces which were made at the 
mint as early as 1792 and con- 
tinued until fairly recent years. 
Many of these designs were 
never adopted, but they served 
a useful purpose in helping our 
coin engravers arrive at designs 
that would be attractive as well 
as resistant to wear. The artis- 
tic merit of some of these pat- 
terns is indeed unusual. Others 
are notable for their historical 
import particularly the $50 gold 
pieces dated 1877, designed by 
William Barber, and the  s0- 
called metric issues of 1879 and 
1880. 

The hall features also the 
worlds largest collection of gold 
coins on public display, given to 
the Smithsonian by the late Paul 
A. Straub. It is a “type” collec- 
tion consisting of 1850 gold 
coins of EHurope and the Ameri- 
cas. Almost 4,000 silver coins of 
the world complete this series. 
Remarkable, among others, is 
the group of oversize multiple 
talers of the Brunswick duchies 
issued mainly during the 17th 
century. A study of the elabo- 
rately detailed mining land- 
scapes on some of these coins 
led to new contributions to the 
knowledge of early mine-pump- 
ing devices. 

On view also are outstanding 
Specimens from the Willis H. 
du Pont donation of Russian 
coins and medals. It is an auth- 
oritative collection paralleled 
only by that of the Hermitage in 
Leningrad. The selections are dis- 
played in two cases; one of 
them illustrates coinages issued 
between 1700 and 1740 by the 
Czars Peter the Great, Peter II, 
and Anna; the other one depicts 
the life and political aims of 
Peter the Great as shown on 
medals. 

Another outstanding exhibit 
is the collection of rare Japanese 
gold coins presented in 1880 to 
General Grant, by the Japanese 
Government, on the _ occasion 
when a thoroughbred stallion was 
given by the general to the Em- 
peror. 

The completion of this hall 
would not have been possible 
without the assistance of many 
public and private institutions 
and organizations as well as most 
generous gifts from numerous 
private citizens of the United 
States. Notable contributors have 
been: The American Antiquarian 
Society, Mrs. Frederick C. C. 
Boyd, Mrs. Catherine E. Bullowa- 
Moore, Philip H. Chase, Willis H. 
du Pont, Eric P. Newman Num- 
ismatic Education Society, First 
New Haven Bank, Mrs. Ulysses 
S. Grant, International Machines 
Corp., Hon. and Mrs. R. Henry 
Norweb, Mrs. Wayte L. Ray- 
mond, Joseph B. Stack, Morton 
Stack, Paul A. Straub, U.S. Mint, 
William H. Vanderbilt, and many 
others. 

The Curator of the Division of 
Numismatics, Dr. Vladimir Clain- 
Stefanelli of the Smithsonian, re- 
ports that the total number of 
coins, medals, aud paper curren- 
cies has nearly doubled since 1957 
and amounts today to approxi- 
mately 120,000 catalogued items, 
not a few of which are unique.

I have been a subscriber of 
your magazine for almost a year 
now and I would like to say that 
I have enjoyed it very much and 
intend to subscribe again when 
the present one runs out.

This shows 
up most prominently around the 
profile and on the word “Liber- 
ty”. The date also appears doub- 
le-struck, but it is definitely not 
an overdate.

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‘MY TWO CENTS"

Not too long ago started to wonder about the gold that backs 
up our money. I asked myself, ‘‘What would happen to our money 
if in the future synthetic gold could be made cheaply?” As you can 
imagine this would mean complete disaster for our monetary sys- 
tem and our country not to mention the rest of the world. Today 
Synthetic gold can and is being made, but the costs are too great 
to allow anyone to make a profit from it. It is, however, quite con- 
cievable that in the near future the cost to produce a pound of 


synthetic gold will probably be far less than it now costs to mine 
an equal amount. 


Those on the defensive might say, “But we can always adapt 
our monetary system to another precious mineral.’ I would agree 
with this statement, but this is not the problem. The problem is 
that we must base our money on a substance that cannot be synthe- 
sized now or in the future. What can this substance be; where can 


we find it? Will it be like the Fountain of Youth which was never 
found ? 


This problem had fascinated me so much that I decided to look 
deeper into it. I found out that this problem has been brought to 
mind by some of our foremost depth thinkers. These are the peo- 
ple who are either employed by others (countries, industries, etc.) 
to think up possible problems of the future and possible solutions 
to them, or are people who just have enough imagination to look 
into the future. 


Some of the suggestions brought up by these depth thinkers 
to solve this problem I shall discuss briefly. One suggested a min- 
eral such as uranium of which we have a slight stock, but which 
would be hard to synthesize. This argument as been thrown out 
immediately, because with the rapid advances of science it would 
not be too long in the future before even this mineral would be 
synthesized. Another suggested water as a possible solution. This 
also was soon thrown out because like many other substances this 
can be synthesized and is being synthesized today, although as a 
slightly more than economical cost. Most of the other suggestions 
were along this line, and it looked as if there was no real solution 
that would stand up. 


I was about to give up thinking of this problem when a friend 
of mine said that he had read someplace where this problem was 
discussed and it was suggested that land be the substance on which 
we could base our money. Unfortunately he could not remember 
who had made this statement and all my attempts to find out have 
proved futile. 


Let’s look into this solution. First of all can land be made? A 
little thought into this and it will be seen that it is quite impossible 
to synthesize land. Second, each country has its own supply of land 
on which it can base its money. Whereas today many countries have 
to import gold to keep their monetary system on a sound basis. I 
could run down the line with reasons why this solution would be the 
best, however, due to the brievity of this column I can only bring 
out the most important parts of this argument. 


If any readers would like me to continue with the discussion 
of the above problem I would only be to pleased to do so. If there

What Can We Expect In The Future? 


By W. G. Latta 
A Canadian national census will be made June 1, 1961. It is es- 
timated the population on that date will be 18,200,000. This is an 
increase of better than 4,200,000 since 1951. Canada will have added 
600,000 more people in the past ten years than in the preceding 20. 


When considering an increase of over 30% in the past 10 years 
compared to 34% in the preceding 20 years—-what will the popula- 
tion be in 1971? 


It is my opinion that those interested in Canadian Coin sets 
are increasing at an even greater rate than the population. Also 
consider the U.S.A. with over 50,000 collectors interested in collec- 
ting our Canadian coins. Only one in several thousand collectors can 
own a 1948 Canadian silver dollar as there were only 18,780 minted. 


1960 PRODUCTION OF CANADIAN COINS REACHES NEW 
HIGH—So has the demand for Canadian coins as collectors items.— 
So too has the population reached a new high with the need of in- 
creasing amounts of coins to keep pace with the expanding economy. 
Main increase was in the 25¢, 10¢ and 5¢ denominations. 


1960 ROYAL MINT SET PRODUCTION DOUBLES: In 1959 
the figure was only 31,577 — 64,097 sets were released for the year 
1960 according to the mint report. This appears to be a large in- 
crease, still in my opinion it is very low compared to the potential 
demand.

PENNIES DON’T MAKE 
CENTS 
In perusing an old copy 


your publication dated Jan. 1, 
1956, when it was known as the 


of 


| ‘Flying Eaglet,” I noted with 
interest an article headed “A 
Penny for Your Thoughts.” I, 
too, advocate the abolition of 


the term “penny” with reference 
to our “cent,’’ at least in the 
field of numismatics. Though its 
use is prevalent, it is erroneous. 
In a decimal system such as ours 
the one hundredth part of a dol- 
lar is a CENT, not a PENNY. 
An inquiry directed to Mrs. 
Beister, Superintendent of the 
Mint at Philadelphia, will corro- 
borate my contention and that 
of the writer of the article, How- 
ard G. Glickert. Mrs. Beister, in 
answer to a letter I sent to her 
a few years ago, stated that the 
guards who conduct tours 
through the mint are instructed 
to refer to our present smallest 
denomination of coinage as a 
CENT, not a PENNY. 


Fractional parts of our dollar, 
at least to my knowledge, were 


never referred to in the past as 
HALF PENNIES, TWO PENNY 
pieces, THREE PENNY pieces 
or TWENTY PENNY pieces so 
it is obviously inconsistent with 
correct numismatic nomencla- 
ture. 

Last year, one of my displays, 
exhibited for members of my 
coin club, “The Cincinnati Nu- 
mismatic Association”, consisted 
of the coins mentioned above 
with a statement that since the 
first coins were struck in 1793 
the word “penny’’ has never ap- 
peared on one of them. 

In my insistence that the true 
student of numismatology should 
use correct terminology. I do not 
stand alone any more in this 
instance but it is necessary to 
constantly remind my fellow 
members who seem to find so 
much difficulty in breaking an 
old habit.

DASH 1832 HALF— 
SMALL 7 DIME 


On Page 15 of the April 29, 
1961 issue of the Coin Press 
magazine is pictured the dash 
1832 Half Dollar. The picture in 
my magazine plainly shows the 
cause of the dash. The figure 1 
was cut in the die, then filled 
and recut farther to the right 
which is the figure 1 now show- 
ing. The bottom filling, the size 
of the dash, of the first figure 1 
fell out of the die causing the 
dash. 

On Page 7 of the same issue is 
the Roosevelt Dime with the tail 
of the 7 shortened and slanting 
far to the left, sent in by F. 
Crews of Indiana. I also have 


one of these dimes and under a| 


lighted magnifying glass it looks 
as if the die may have broken, 
was filled and then re-engraved 
farther to the left with a shorter 
tail and still using the top of the 
original seven. This would cause 
the tail of the 7 to slant.

4/ , a 1953 (double ?) that has 
a shadow behind the 3, and also 
a 1955 with a shadow behind the 
last 5, and what appears to be a 
1960 D with the D struck Double 
up and down. I also have a 1955 
D penny that has the first five 
either filled or struck twice and 
slightly twisted. I would like to 
know more about any of these 
pennies if possible and wonder if 
any of your readers have found 
the same.
